Here Are Highlights 
Of Opinion on NRA 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(AP)— 
Here are some of the highlights 
of the supreme court's decision to- 
day declaring NRA_ unconstitu- 
tional: 

We are told that the provisions 
of the statute authorizing the adop- 
tion of codes must be viewed in the 
light of the grave national crisis 
with which congress was confronted. 

Undoubtedly, the conditions to 
which power is addressed are al- 
ways to be considered when the 
exercise of power is challenged. Ex- 
traordinary conditions may call for 
extraordinary remedies. But the 
argument necessarily stops short of 
an attempt to justify action which 
lies outside the sphere consti- 7 
tutional authority. Extraordinary 
conditions do not create ur en'‘arge 
constitutional power. 


MEASURE NOT UNIT 
OF ‘DEAL’ PROGRAM 


JUSTICES’ VERDICT 
IS UNANIMOUS 


‘Decision Ends Plan Un- 
der Which OwnersCould 
Retain Lands FiveYears 
on Rental Basis. 


Leaders Grope for Way 
To Salvage Some of 
Wreckage Without More 
Legal Disputes. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(AP) 
Legislation enabling debt-burdened 
farmers to obtain a partial five- 
| year moratorium on their mort- 
gage debts was blasted off the 
Statute books today by the su- 
preme court. 

Unanimously, the high tribunal 
held the Frazier-Lemke act uncon- 
Stitutional, speaking these words 
through the mouth of the veteran 
associate justice, Louis Brandeis: 
_: ‘For the fifth amendment com- 
mands that, however great the na- 
tion’s need, private property shall 
not be thus taken even for a wholly 
public use without just compensa- 
tion.” 

This ultimatum pitched out of the 
'court the 11-month-old moratorium 
'act—a measure designed to _ allow | 
farmers to retain their lands for five | 
| years at a reasonable rental, despite | 
efforts of mortgage holders to fore- | 
| close, and at the end of the five years | 
| { permit the farmers to fulfill the 
, | mortgage by paying the appraised 
| Value of the property regardless of 
'the amount stipulated in the mort- 
sage. 
| Reaction to the court’s ruling was 
instantaneous. 

Not “Deal” Measure. 

The bill was not considered a New 
Deal measure, although approved by 
the president with reservations, and

The administration bowed tonight 
before a supreme court ruling that 
reduced the NRA to a scrap of 
paper, announcing that all measures 
for compulsory enforcement of 
codes had heen. abandoned, but 
pleading for a continued code ob- 
servance. 

Apparently fearful of a return to 
unbridled competitive conditions, 
following a unanimous verdict of 
unconstitutionality from the high 
court, Donald R. Richberg, NRA 
head, discussed future steps with 
President Roosevelt and decided 
| upon the two actions. 

On two specific counts the court 
found the sections of the national 
_industrial recovery act unconstitu- 
tional. It held the congress had 
illegally delegated its own powers to 
the president in authorizing him to 
approve and promulgate the codes. 
| It ruled congress may not reach 
into a community and tell a poultry 
dealer whose business only indirectly 
| affects interstate commerce how much 
he shall pay his help and what the 
latter's working hours shall be, 

Fairness Plea. 

In his statement, issued after the 
White House conference, Richberg 
| said: 

“It would be most harmful to the 
| general welfare if unfair competitive 
practices, universally recognized as 


| such, were to be revived, and if tha 
fair ‘standards affecting labor were to 
| be disregarded. 
| “Therefore, pending the determina- 
_tion of this question (of what shall be 
done) I hope that all employers here- 
tofore operating under approved codes 
'and all their employes will co-operate 
in maintaining those standards of fair 
_competition in commercial and labor 
relations which have been written into 
| the coles with practically universal 
Sanction, and which represent a united 
effort to eliminate. dishonest, fraudu- 
lent trade practices and unfair com- 
petition in overworking and under- 
| paying labor.

Those who act under these grants 
are not at liberty to transcend the 
imposed limits because they believe 
that more or different power is nec- 
essary. 

Section three of the recovery act 
(that which empowers the govern- 


ment to regulate business by codes) 
is without precedent. It supplies 
no standard for any trade, indus- 
try or activity. It does not under- 
take to prescribe rules of conduct 
to be applied to particular states 
of fact determined by appropriafe 
administrative procedure, 


In view of the scope of that broad 
declaration and of the nature of the 
few restrictions that are imposed, 
the discretion of the president in 
approving or prescribing codes, and 
thus enacting laws for the govern- 
ment of trade and industry through- 
out the country, is virtually unfet- 
tered

WASHINGTON, May 27.—(2)—) 
In a direct slap at President Roos>- 
velt’s removal from the Trade Com- | 


mission of the late William E. Hum- | 


phrey, the supreme court ruled to- | 
day that officials of legislative or! 
judicial federal agencies do not hold | 
office at the pleasure of the presi- | 
dent. 

‘The court laid down certain limits 
Within which a president may dis- 
charge officials with whom he dis- | 
agrees and held the Humphrey case | 
Was not within those boundaries. 

It observed that while a president 
might discharge postmasters and cer- 
tain other executive employes, he '| 
lacked constitutional power to put out | 
of office officials of a legislative or 
Judicial agency except for causes pre- | 
scribed by congress for their removal. | 

“We think it plain under the con- | 
stitution,” the court added, “that illim- | 
itable power of removal is not pos- | 
sessed by the president in respect of | 
officers of the character of those just | 
named,” | 

“Coercive Influence.” | 

The justices of the high court said! 

the power of dismissal 


inflnence ate 
influence of a commis 
not only wholly dis- 
connected from the executive depart- 
ment, but which was created by con 
gress as a means of carrying into op- 
eration legialative and judicial pow- 
ers, and as an agency of-the legisla- 
tive and judicial departments.” 

By its ruling, unanimous, except 
that Justice MeReynolds disagreed 
With the method of presentation em- 
ployed by Justice Sutherland in speak- 
ing for the court, the tribunal in ef- 
fect instructed the court of claims to 
decide how much money should be 
paid to the estate of Humphrey 
salary from October 8, 1933, when he' 
was removed, to February 14, 1934, 
when he died. 

Appointed By Hoover. 

Humphrey, a former republican rep- 
resentative, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover to a seven-year term 
which would expire in 1938.  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked for his resigna- 
tion in July, 1933, saying the work 
of the commission could be carried out 
most effectively with personnel of his 
own selection. 

The president wrote him again that | 
their minds did not go along together | 
either on policies or administration of | 
the Trade Commission. When Hum.- | 
phrey refused to resign, the president | 

,~informed him curtly he was “hereby | 
removed’ from office. 

The court recited the correspond- | 
ence and added Humphrey never ac-| 
quiesced in the action. It eoncluded | 
that congress, having laid down cer- | 
tain specific causes for which mem- 
bers might he removed from the co.n- 
mission, did not intend they be re- | 
moved except for those causes, 

Kody Should Be Free. |

PUMP-WORK WASHINGTON, May 27.—President Roosevelt 

has publicly sworn off pump-priming, but a lot 
of government money is going to go down into many business 
wells during the next three months. 

Take the quiet-moving CCC, for instance. No one pays much 
attention to it, but its unannounced program calls for an expendi- 
ture of forty-two to forty-five million dollars a month during June, 
July and August. Formerly i spent only twenty-eight to thirty 
millions monthly, although this past month the rate ran up to forty- 
three millions in anticipation of doubling the capacity of the camps. 

Businessmen (and speculatars) may expect an output of $100,- 
000,000 for the purchase of supplies for the CCC. About $25,000,- 
000 will go for motor trucks and heavy machinery; $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000 for lumber and hardware; $30,000,000 to $35,- 
000,000 for clothing. Babies never have needed shoes like the 
CCC boys. A-million pair, roughly, will be ordered in the next 
three months. Food expenditures will amount to $5,000,000 ° 
monthly. All orders will go to private industry through the War 
Department supplies purchasing bureau. ; 

Now this may not be pump-priming, strictly speaking. The 
pump end of the policy was not primarily considered. But that 
will make no difference to the shoe makers, the auto makers, et al, 
down in the well. ‘ 


WORKS The PWA pump handle operated by Mr. Ickes has been 

shortened under this new relief set-up. But it has not 
been thrown away, *as advertised. Unpublished estimates by relief 
authorities indicate almost $2,000,000,000 (nearly half) of the 
new Walker-Ickes-Hopkins expenditures will eventually go for ma- 
terials. 

Industries to be benefited most will be cement, lumber, steel. 
gravel, pipe, glass, asphalt, stone, tools. 

The outpouring for materials in the coming quarter is expected 
to be roads, $120,000,000; grade crossings, $180,000,000; flood 
control, $76,000,000; non-federal, $65,000,000; rural aid, $30.- 
000,000. The total is $471,000,000. 

Add on the CCC expenditures and you will find that nearly 
$600,000,000 of extra supplies will be purchased by the govern- 
ment during the coming supposedly slack summer quarter year. 
LABOR If you look into these figures you likewise will find 

the labor key to the new relief program. The old pro- 
gram spent three times as much for materials as for labor, because 
The new projects 
will be of lighter type, so labor probably will get slightly more than 
half the money. 


SOUP’S OVER The alphabet soup is to have no more ingredi- 
ents, no more XYZ’s and ABC’s. The presi- 
dent made that plain the other day to a caller who recommended 
the establishment of the new National Labor Relations Board as an 
independent agency. Emphatically he said he wanted no more new 
agencies of government. Any move to set up the board outside 
would meet with White House disapproval, for that reason. 

If you look up the soup's history you will find that Mr. Roose- 
velt has put 50 new governmental organizations into it since he 
started. The actual figure is 60, but there is some duplication. . 

This trend away from soup enlargement can be noted in the 
new relief set-up. In it Mr. Roosevelt is using about 60 existing 
government agencies, but is creating only three new ones—Dr. 
Tugwell’s resettlement remedy administration, the rural electrifi- 
cation administration, and the advisory committee on allotments. 


CONFESSIONS ™M.-. Ickes is writing a new book. It is not just 

another book explaining how good the New 
Deal is. His associates predict it will be a scorcher, telling the 
inside history of the PWA. If it tells all, it will be, but that is too 
much to expect just yet. 

For one thing, the book is supposed to lay a lathe rather roughly 
across the back of Lew Douglas, the former budget director of 
the New Deal, whose speeches lately have been getting under a few 
hides here. If those persons who have been reading copy over Mr. 
Ickes’ shoulder are to be believed, the book will say that Douglas 
was so dead set against government expenditures, he once urged 
the president not to spend any of the original relief funds appro- 
priated by congress. 

The law appropriating the money did not specifically require 
the president to spend it. 


WAGES Labor leaders have cooled off somewhat since they dis- 
covered that the new relief twage rate schedule is not 
exactly what it was announced to be. 

The cooling was accomplished when Miss Perkins and Harry 
Hopkins privately explained the published announcement in a pri- 
vate session with building trades labor leaders. The wide exemp- 
tions, the guarantee of year-around work, and the application of 
lowest rates to only a remote special class of unskilled laborers was 
then pointed out. 

Labor Secretary Perkins is supposed to have received a pledge 
that there will be no strikes due to that situation. 


UNREST Current Washington unrest is not in labor circles but 
in Mr. Roper’s business advisory council. A few res- 
ignations are in the making. Some of the business members are 
tired of trying to bore the New Deal from within and are ready to 
give it up.

If He Pretends To Cure the Incurable, 
You Know He Is a Quack

Thousands of years devoted to study and experimentation have re- 
vealed to medical men only five true specifics. With the exception of 
these, there are no cures. 

The greatest of 16th century physicians said: “I sew them up, and 
And the best of modern physicians might say as 
truly: “I can relieve and strengthen the patient and let nature cure him.” 
There is no artificial method of doing nature’s work. 

What is true of medicine is equally true of man-made laws. 

There are certain simple things that laws can do. They can hinder 
evil men and anti-social schemes, and they can enforce the will of the 
people within the limits fixed by common sense. 

But they cannot change the processes of nature, nor make the wheels 
grind faster in the mills of the gods. 

All experience has shown that it is man’s nature to improve himself 
and his civilization. When men reconcile themselves to evil by saying 
that we cannot. change human nature, they lose sight of the fact that 
evil is no more natural than good. 

Since it is man’s nature to improve, it is obviously natural for*him 
to grow in wisdom, righteousness, mercy, justice and honor. And it 
is equally natural for him to mend the ways of his civilization. 

But this natural growth must come in a natural way, and there is 
little that laws can do to hasten it. 

Each of us has said to himself, at some period of his growth: “If 1 
were a king, with absolute power, | would do this and that to make the 
world perfect.” But as the years bring greater understanding, they also 
bring the realization that a king’s tiat cannot replace natural laws. 

Prohibition failed because it attempted to make the behavior of peo- 
ple more virtuous than their hearts. 

Idealistic economic reforms will fail as completely when they Ignore 
the ways of nature. 

Abolish money and property, and penalize enterprise as you will, 
the ablest and shrewdest men will still somehow profit by. their advan- 
tage. 

Fix prices, grant monopolies, prevent competition, limit production 
—do what you will to establish Utopia by interfering with natural proc- 
esses—and the inevitable result is a loss in one place to match the gain 
in another.

shipyard and the office.

ADVANCE IN SCIENCE 


AIDS COUNTERFEITING 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(4)— 
The secret service declared today 
that advances in science have made 
counterfeiting a more threatening 
racket than ever before. 

Statistics prepared by Chief Wil- 
liam H. Moran showed that there 
were 999 arrests and 668 convictions 
for this offense in 1930, while in 1954 
there were 2,751 arrests and 1,605 
convictions. 

Officials said that in the past the 
counterfeiting of currency, regarded as 
much more profitable than the manr- 
facture of spurious coins, was dore 
by hand and that but few criminals 
were able to do it. 

The identities of these outlaw 
craftsmen usually become known aft«: 
a time often hecause of individua 
quirks that made their products rec 
ognizable. 

But, officials declared, the perfec- 
tion of photo engraving processes ha: 
enabled the underworld to turn ov! 
illegitimate currency in a much mort 
efficient manner. 

Practically all the counterfeits pro- 
duced now are photo engraved.

We have repeatedly recognized the 
necessity of adopting legislation to 
complex conditions ipvolving a_ host 
of details with which the national 
legislature cannot deal directly.

The Federal Trade 
Act (Section ”) introduced the ex- 
pression “unfair methods of compe- 
tition,” which were declared to be 
unlawful. That was an expression 
new in the law. Debate apparently 
eonvineed the sponsors of the legis- 
lation that the words “unfair com- 
netition,” in the light of their mean- 
ing at common law, were too narrow. 
We have said that the substituted 
phrase has a breader meaning, that 
it does net admit of precise defini- 
tion, its scope being left to judicial 
determination as cantroversies arise, 
Federal Trade Commission vs. Rala- 
dam Co..

Under Section 3. whatever “may 
tend to effecuate” these general pur- 
poses may be included in the “egies 
of fair competition.”

which offend against existing law, 
and could be the subject of judicial 
condemnation without further legis- 
lation, or to create administrative 
machinery for the application of 
established principles of law to par- 
ticular instances of violation. Rather, 
the purpose is clearly disclosed to 
authorize new and controlling prohi- 
hitions through codes of laws which 
would embrace what the formulators 
would propose, and what the presi- 
dent would approve, or prescribe, as 
wise and beneficient measures tor the 
covernment of trades and industries 
in order to bring about their rehabili- 
tation. correction and development, 
according to the general declaration 
of policy in Section 1. Codes of 
laws of this sort are styled “codes 
of fair competition.” 

NO CONTROVERSY 

ON CODE GOALS. 

We find no real controversy upon | 
this point and we must determine 
the validity of the code in question | 
in this aspect. As the government 
candidly says in its brief: “The 
words ‘policy of this title’ clearly 
refer to the ‘policy’ which congress 
declared in the section entitled “dec- 
laration of policy’—- Section 1. All 
of the policies there set forth point 
toward a single goal—the rebabilita- 
tion of industry and the industrial 
recovery which unquestionably was 
the major policy of congress 10 
adopting the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act.’ And that this is the 
controlling purpose of the code now 
before us appears both from its re- 
peated declarations to that effect 
and from the scope of its require- 
ments. It will be observed that its 
provisions as to the hours and wages 
of employes and its “general labor 
provisions’ were placed in sperate 
articles, and these were not includ- | 
ed in the article on “trade practice | 
provisions” declaring what should be | 
deemed to constitute “unfair meth- 
ods of competition.” The secretary 
of commerce thus stated the objec- 
tives of the live poultry code in his 
report to the president, which was 
recited in the executive order of ap- | 
proval:

FINDINGS 
REALLY OPINIONS. 


That is the precise effect of the 
further finding that the president is 
to make—that the code “will tend 
to effectuate the policy of this title.” 
While this is called a finding, it is 
really but a statement of an opinion 
to the general effect upon the 
promotion of trade or industry of a 
scheme of laws. These are the only 
findings which congress has made es-

Similarly, we have held that the 
radio act of 1927 established stand- 
ards to govern radio communieca- 
tions and, in view of the limited 
number of avalaible hroadcasting fre- 
quencies, congress authorized alloca- 
tion and licenses.

SUMMARIZATION 
AND CONCLUSIONS. 


As! 


To summarize and conclude upon. 
this point: Section 3 of the recovery | 


act is without precedent. It sup- 
plies no standards for any trade, in- 
dustry or activity. It does not un- 
dertake to prescribe rules of conduct 


to be applied to particular states of. 


fact determined by appropriate ad- 
ministrative procedure. Instead of 
prescribing rules of conduct, it au- 
thorizes the making of codes to pre- 
scribe them. For that legislative un- 
dertaking, Section 3 sets up no 
standards, aside from the statement 
of the general aims of rehabilitation, 
eorrection and expansion described 
in Section 1. In view of the scope 
of that broad declaration and of the 


nature of the few restrictions that. 
are imposed, the discretion of the 


President in approving or prescrib- 
ing codes, and thus enacting laws 
for the government of trade and in- 
dustry throughout the country, is 
virtually unfettered. We think that 
the code-making authority thus con- 
ferred is an unconstitutional delega- 
tion of legislative power.

WASHINGTON, May 
(UP)—Donald R. Richberg, chair- 
man of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Board, tonight issued the 
following statement regarding the 


supreme court decision on NRA: 

“On June 16, 1933, when the 
national industrial recovery act was 
approved, the ‘president stated the 
simple truth that the act was a 
challenge to industry, labor and to 
our whole people—a challenge 
‘sink selfish interests and present 
a solid front against a common 
peril,’ 

“He stated that the law put to 
our whole people ‘the simple but 
vital test: Must we go on in 
many groping, disorganized sepa- 
rate units to defeat or shall we 
move as One great team to victory?’ 

“In the two years which have 
followed we have engaged in a great 
co-operative movement for the re- 
habilitation of trade and industry, 
for the improvement of the condi 
tions of the workers and their 
standard of living, and for the elim- 
ination of sweatshop wages, child 
labor, and unfair competitive prac- 
tices, 

“According to the opinion of the 
supreme court, the congress did not 
sufficiently define in the law the 
policy and standards of the wise 
and: beneficent measures which we 
have undertaken, but delegated to 
the president ‘unfettered discretion’ 
to approve of provisions in codes of 
fair competition which he deemed 
‘beneficial in dealing with the vast 
array of commercial and industrial 
activities throughout the country.’ 

“This decision, of course, makes 
codes of fair competition unenforce- 
able as a matter of law: and in 
deference to that ruling, all meth- 
ods of compulsory enforcement of 
the codes will be immediately sus- 
pended. This will not affect the 
enforcement of any contractual ob- 
ligation which may have arisen by 
agreement of a party requiring no 
sanction of the federal authority. 

“We face now the question of 
maintaining gains which have been 
made in the last two years and main-* 
taining the values which have been 
created under the National Recoy- 
ery Administration. It seems clear 
that that question must he decided 
by the administration and the con- 
gress and the people of the United 
States within a very short time. 

“Pending determination of this 
question, it would be most harmful 
to the general welfare if unfair 
competitive practices, universally 
recognized as such, were to be re- 
vived, and if the fair standards af- 
fecting labor were to be disregard- 
ed. 

“Therefore, pending the determi- 
nation of this question, I hope that 
all employers heretofore operating 
under approved eodes and all their 
employes will co-operate in main- 
taining these standards of fair com- 
petition in commercial and labor re- 
lations which have been written 
into the codes with practically uni- 
versal sanction, and which repre- 
sent a united effort to eliminate 
dishonest. fraudulent trade practices 
and unfair competition in overwork- 
ing and underpaying labor.”

ing live poultry. Teamsters refusedl 
to handle poultry for reealcitrant 
marketmen and members of the 
schochtim union refused to slaughter. 
In view of the proof of that conspir- 
acy, we said that it was unneces- 
sary to decide when interstate con- 
merce ended and when intrastate 
commerce began. We found that the 
proved interference by the conspira- 
tors “with the unloading, the trans- 
portation, the sales by marketmen to 
retailers, the prices charged and the 
amount of profits exacted” operated 
“substantially and directly to re- 
strain and burden the untrammeled 
shipment and movement of the poul- 
try” while unquestionably it wns 
in interstate commeree. The intra- 
State acts of the conspirators were 
included in the injunction heeanse 
that was found to be necessary for 
the protection of interstate com- 
merce against the attempted and il- 
legal restraint. 

_ The instant case is of that sort. This 
is not a prosecution for a conspiracy 
tO restrain or monopolize interstate 
commerce in violation of the anti- 
trust act. Defendants have been con: 
victed, not upon direct charges of in- 
jury to interstate commerce or of in- 
terference with persons engaged in 
that commerce, but violations of cer- 
fain provisions of the live poultry 
code and of conspiracy to commit 
these violations. Interstate commerce 
is brought in only upon the charges 
that violations of these provisions— 
as to hours and wages of employes 
and local sales—‘“affect” interstate 
commerce. 


LINE OF DISTINCTION 
IN GOVERNMENT RIGHTS. 


In determining how far the ferl- 
eral government may go in control- 
ling intrastate transactions upon the 
ground that they “affect” interstate 
commerce, there is a necessary and 
well established distinction between 
direct and indirect effects. The pre- 
cise line can be drawn only as in- 
dividual cases arise, but the distine- 
tion is elear in principle. Direct 
effects are illustrated by the railroad 
cases we have cited, as e. ¢., the 
effect of failure to use prescribed 
safety appliances on railroads which 
are the highways of both interstate 
and intrastate commerce, injury to 
an employe engaged in _ interstate 
transportation by the negligence of 
an employesrengaged in «an intrastate 
movement, the fixing of rates for in- 
frastate transportation which nnjust- 
ly diseriminate against interstate 
commerce. But where the effect of 
intrastate transactions upon inter- 
state commerce is merely indirect, 
such transactions remain within the 
domain of state power. If the ecow- 
merece clause were construed to reach 
all enterprises and _ transactions 
which could be said to have an :n- 
direct effect upon interstate com- 
merce, the federal authority would 
embrace practically all the activi- 
ties of the people and the author- 
ity of the state over its domestic 
concerns would exist only by sufter- 
ance of the federal government. tIn- 
deed, on such a theory, even the de- 
velopment of the state’s commercia! 
facilities wonld be subject to federal!

The distinction between direct and 
indirect effects has been clearly ree- 
ognized in the application of the 
anti-trust act. Where a combination 
or conspiracy is formed, with the 
intent to restrain interstate com 
merce or to monopolize any. part of 
it, the violation of the statute is 
clear. Coronado Coal Company vs. 
United Mine Workers, 268, 7. S. 25, 
510. But where that intent is ab- 
sent, and the objectives are limited 
to intrastate activities, the fact that 
there may be an indirect effect upon 
interstate commerce does not subject 
the parties to the federal statute, 
notwithstanding its broad provisions. 
This principle has frequently been 
applied in litigation growing out of 
labor disputes. United Mine Work- 
ers vs. Coronado Coal Company, 254 
U. S. 344, 410, 411; United Leathe! 
Workers vs. Herkert, 265, U. S. 457, 
464-467; Industrial Association vs.

DISTINCTION VIEWED 
AS FUNDAMENTAL. 


While these decisions related to 
the application of the federal statute, 
and not to its constitutional valid- 
ity. the distinetion between direct 
and indirect effects of intrastate 
transactions upon interstate com- 
merce must be recognized as a fun- 
damental one, essential to the muain- 
tenance of our constitutional system.

The house ways and means commit- 
tee, in charge of now-doomed adminis | 
tration plans for extending NRA for 
two years in much its old form, met 
almost immediately but adjourned 
with nothing accomplished. Its chair- 
man, Doughton, of North Carolina 
asserted: “It will require careful | 
study.” 

Chairman Harrison, of the Senate 
finance .committee, emerged from a 
study of the opinion with an optimis- 
tic expression that something might 
be salvaged. Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, the democratic leader, con- 
tended “it will not be extremely dif- 
ficult to ‘create more definite stand- 
ard. The senate has already ap- 
proved a nine-month extension, with 
NRA limited to interstate business.
